Who,  having  retired  for  a  short  time,  made  the  following  report; 
which,  after  being  read,  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  Democratic  Party 
will,  in  accordance  with  its  usages,  make  choice  of  a  suitable  candi¬ 
date  for  the  next  Governor:  And  whereas,  it  is  of  vital  importance 
.hat  the  utmost  union  and  harmony  should  pervade  the  ranks  of  he 

Democratic  Party  during  the  next  Gubernatorial  contest ;  and  for  ti  e 

purpose  of  securing  the  united  efforts  of  the  whole  Democrat  c  Party, 
we  would  respectfully  admonish  our  Democratic  brethren  to -a^  m 
the  selection  of  a  man  on  whom  the  whole  party  can  ra  >  ,  g 
satisfied  that  the  proceedings  of  last  winter,  sanctioned  by  fi.e  preset 
Executive,  has  lost  him  the  confidence  of  two-tlurds  of  party  m

cratic  principles,  to  which  may  justly  be  attributed  the  tnump

Federalism  in  Pennsylvania  at  the  late  Presidential  contest.  There 
need  be  no  difficulty  in  making  a  proper  selection  from  among  the 
many  prominent  Democrats  of  the  Keystone  State.  When  united, 
we  feel  confident  of  the  triumph  of  truth  over  error.  But,  to  be  united, 
we  must  have  a  new  man.  xVll  individual  preferences  must  gue 
place  to  the  common  good.  We  must  have  a  Democrat  and  a 
Patriot,  in  truth  and  in  deed.  Then  will  our  hills  and  vallies  teem 
with  the  hardy  Yeomanry  of  this  free  land,  making  their  way  to  the 
Ballot  Box,  with  their  countenances  brightening  as  they  were  wont 
to  brighten  in  days  of  yore,  when  Democrats  both  professed  and 
practised  truth.  Without  a  new  man,  we  are  satisfied  that  there 
cannot  be  that  concert  of  action  which  heretofore  has  marked  the 
operations  of  the  Democratic  Party. 

Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  are  satisfied  from  undoubted  information  received 
from  various  quarters  of  the  State,  that  there  is  no  possible  hope  of 
success,  unless  we  have  a  new  man  :  that  in  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
the  majority  against  us  will  be  increased  to  1,500,  ii  not  more  ;  ana 
we  call  upon  the  candid  of  his  Excellency’s  friends  here,  to  inform 
the  Democracy  abroad  of  the  truth,  and  to  cease  endeavoring  to  .  up 
press  the  real  tone  of  public  sentiment,  by  straining  every  nerve  to 
create  an  artificial  one,  lest  by  so  doing,  they  may  witness  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  Federalism  on  the  ruins  ol  Democracy. 

Resolved ,  That  independent  of  the  undoubted  unpopularity  of  the 
present  Executive,  caused  by  his  being  connected  with  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  last  Legislature,  we  are  in  favor  of,  and  will  firmly  main¬ 
tain,  that  no  man  should  be  put  in  nomimation  the  second  time :  that 
the  interests  of  the  People  require  that  the  principle  of  one  term  for 
Governor  should  be  established,  and  rigidly  adhered  to,  as  the  only 
effectual  remedy  against  the  venal  peculation  that  now  stalks  abroad 

jn  this  once  flourishing  Commonwealth. 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  the  subject  of  the  election  of  Canal 
Commissioners  by  the  People,  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Democracy,  believing,  that  as  a  matter  of  economy,  and  for  the  pro¬ 
per  regulation  of  the  State  Improvements,  the  interests  of  the  People 

require  it. 

Resolved ,  That  we  deem  it  incumbent  on  all  good  Republicans  to 
sacrifice  at  the  shrine  of  the  public  good  all  individual  preferences, 
and  the  wholesome  provisions  of  the  Sub-Treasury  iaW  may  still  be 
^reserved  from  the  ruthless  hand  of  Federalism. 


Resolved,  That  we  look  upon  the  action  of  the  Standing  Committee 
that  assembled  on  the  fifth  instant,  as  another  outrage  committed  on 
the  rights  of  the  Sovereign  People,  procured  for  the  purpose  of  mis¬ 
leading  the  Democracy  abroad  ;  that  the  resolutions  published  by  said 
committee,  are  not  the  sentiments  of  one-fifth  of  the  Democracy  of 
Dauphin  County  ;  and  that  we  will,  at  the  proper  time,  meet  in  our 
townships,  boroughs  and  Wards,  and  select  Delegates  to  a  County 
Convention,  to  elect  two  Delegates  to  represent  Dauphin  County  in 
the  Fourth  of  March  Convention,  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  Gov¬ 
ernor;  That  we  will,  at  the  proper  time,  (sometime  about  the  twentieth 
cm  next  January)  notify  the  townships  not  represented  in  this  meet¬ 
ing,  by  circulating  printed  handbills  of  the  time  for  selecting  said 
Delegates. 

Resolved ,  That  regardless  of  denunciations  from  any  quarter, 
(office  holders  and  pensioned  presses  not  excepted)  we  will  both  pri- 
vatety  and  publicly,  and  when  and  where  we  please,  like  Democratic 
Freemen,  decorously  express  our  opinion  of  public  men  and  mea¬ 
sures,  supporting  when  we  approve,  and  opposing  when  we  disap- 
piove,  of  their  official  acts;  and  that  we  hold  such  a  course  not  only 
to  be  the  privilege  but  the  duty  of  Freemen  who  go  for  “  Principles, 
not  Men.” 

Resolved ,  That  we  notice  with  indignation  the  many  insinuations 
Ttrown  out  by  the  Editors  of  the  Keystone,  by  which  they  attempt  to 
call  i'n  question  the  Democratic  principles  of  some  of  our  most  worthy 
Democrats,  because  they  disapprove  of  the  conservative  and  truckling 
course  pursued  by  that  print ;  That,  as  Democrats,  we  will  place  our 
confidence  where  it  is  not  likely  to  be  abused  hereafter ; — we  are 
satisfied  that  the  Keystone ,  alias  the  Rottenstone ,  shall  go  clear  over 
to  the  Opposition,  where  its  real  sentiments  would  meet  with  a  more 
agreeable  reception. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretaries  be  directed  to  forward  a  copy  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  to  every  County  in  the  State,  to  be 
published  in  every  Democratic  paper.
